FIENDISH ASSAULTS 


PRECIPITATE RACE WAR 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 
23.—Four at­ 
tempts at assault on white women by 
negroes within or near the limits of 
the city Saturday wrought the white 
citizens here to a high pitch of excite­ 
ment at night. The assaults of the 
day followed two others of a similar 
nature within a week and brought a 
climax. 
At midnight Governor Terrell issued 
an order calling out eight companies 
of the Fifth Infantry and one battery 
of the light artillery. This order was 
not issued until three negroes hail been 
killed and fifteen taken to the hospi­ 
tals, five of whom will die. 
These in­ 
clude only those cases of which the po­ 
lice 
have official 
knowledge. 
Local 
newspaper men claim the number of 
dead is larger. 
The mob began its work early in the 
evening, 
pulling 
negroes from 
the 
street cars and 
beating them with 
clubs, bricks and stones. 
Negro men 
and women riding to their homes after 
the work of the day were ruthlessly 
torn from the cars or attacked on the 
streets. 
In a few cases negroes re­ 
taliated during the early part of the 
night, but after IO o’clock they were 
scarce in public places. 


The disturbance wad quelled at mid­ 
night. 


With a thousand state guardsmen 
patrolling the streets, Atlanta passed 
a fairly Christian Sunday in spite of 
the bloody events of Saturday night. 
Practically martial law has been estab­ 
lished and will continue as long as nec­ 
essary'. Of the mob nothing was seen 
and only now and then during the af­ 
ternoon could be heard reports of some 
negro being chased far away from the 
center of the city. 
With the presence 
of the military there came a sense of 
security, and while the rattle of musk­ 
etry was heard on the streets, the peo­ 
ple slept peacefully in their homes. 
Where Saturday night was heard the 
shouts of the maddened and frenzied 
mob. there was on Sunday only the 
steady tread of the sentinel.

Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 23.-Four at- 


tempts at assault on white women by 
negroes within or near the limits of 
the city Saturday wrought the white 
Citizens here to a high pitch of excite- 
ment at night. The assaults of the 
day followed two others of a similar 
nature within a week and brought a 
climax. 


At midnight Governor Terrell issued 


an order calling out eight companies 
of the Fifth Infantry and one battery 
of the light artillery. This order was 
not issued until-three negroes had been 
killed and fifteen taken to the hospi- 
tals, five of whom will die. These in- 
clude only those cases of which the po- 
lice have official 
knowledge. Local 


newspaper men claim the number of 
dead is larger. 


The mob began its work early in the 


evening, 
pulling negroes from 
the 


street cars and beating them with 
clubs, bricks and stones. Negro men 
and women riding to their homes after 
the work of the day were ruthlessly 
torn from the cars or attacked on the 
streets. In a few cases negroes re- 
taliated during the early part of the 
night, but after 10 o'clock they were 
scarce in public places.

a fairly Christian Sunday In spite of 
the bloody eyents of Saturday night.

PRECIPITATE RACE WAR 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 28. —Four at- 


tempts at assault on white women by 
negroes within or near the limits of 
the city Saturday wrought the white 
Citizens here to a high pitch of excite- 
ment at night. The assaults of the 
day followed two others of a similar 
nature within a week and brought a 
climax. 


At midnight Governor Terrell issued 


an order calling out eight companies 
of the Fifth Infantry and one battery 
of the light artillery. This order was 
not issued until'three negroes had been 
killed and fifteen taken to the hospi- 
tals, five of whom will die. These in- 
clude only those cases of which the po- 
lice have official 
knowledge. Local 


newspaper men claim the number of 
dead is larger. 


The mob began its work early m the 


evening, 
pulling negroes from 
the 


street cars and beating them with 
clubs, bricks and stones 
Negro men 


and women riding to their homes after 
the work of the day were ruthlessly 
:orn from the cars or attacked on the 
streets. In a few cases negroos re- 
almted during the early part of the 
night, but after 10 o'clock they were 
scarce in public places. 


The disturbance 
night. 


wad quelled at mid- 


With a thousand state guardsmen 


patrolling the streets, Atlanta passed 
a fairly Christian Sunday in spite of 
the bloody events of Saturday night. 
Practically martial law has been estab- 
lished and will continue as long as nec- 
essary. Of the mob nothing was seen 
and only now and then during the af- 
ternoon could be heard reports of some 
negro being chased far away from the 
center of the city. With the presence 
of the military there came a sense of 
security, and while the rattle of mus^k- 
etry was heard on the streets, the peo- 
ple slept peacefully m their homes. 
Where Saturday night was heard the 
shouts of the maddened and frenzied 
mob, 
there was on Sunday only the 


steady tread of the sentinel.
